MR, WINDEYER'S SPEECH AT 
SI AIT LAND. 
II. 

Tin of 'he (opioi embraced bj Mr. 
WiM.r.v 1 n't. speech halt been nlrrady to 
faily diicuiHil in this journal, as thrr 
■rote during the last ajeuiiou of Council, 
that any Icn gthentd notice of tbcin now 
would be luprrfluoii*. Aft* pisaing oom- 
mrnti win, however, to be culcd for. 

In the Brat place, we are glad to nod 
thitt Mr.-WiBf ntiYn- r/h ooDatiluauta, though 
belonging, for tho tnoit uart, to the *gri- 
Caltural interest, do not appesr to have been 
at all diaaatiinerj with llttir repreaentalive'i 
txnduM on th* fm trade uoralioti. He 
frankly told then, jndtad, before tht tko- 
tion, that h* was opposed lo proteettv* 
duties, and to the whole policy of legisla- 
tive attempts to control tha operations 
of prune, industry. Much lo tha credit 
of thrur own discernment and public q 
they did not pcrrnit this avowal to 
them to his superiority over toe rival can - 
didnlo, who, wilh no other recommenda- 
tion to their favour, iDiiiihl to hribo their 

tuffrejeet by promising to support laws for 
what la called— though called falsely — 
"the protection of agrictillurc." With 
an Intrepidity sea rctly knowo amongst 
their dais in England, the firmer* of 
Durham rejected tbe advocate of, doty on 
foreign wheat, and returned tbe declared 
enemy of all reatrirtiona ot tlie sort. And 
at the MaitUnd meeting, mlien Mr. Win- 
Divan, had explained hi 3 reasons for 
having voted in Council for a shilling duly 
on wheat, on the aground that it was not 
a prrteetire but * revenue doty, the only 
fault found wilh him was for hating 
1 hereby compromised the dueitine cf free- 
trade. One of tlie speakers (Mr. Lips- 
cohh) observed, ihrt Mr. Windeves 
had come forward aa the adrocate of free 
trade, and he thought, he was no* waver- 
ing upon that subject; he had pledged 
himself not lobe the advocate of a protect- 
ing duty upon wheat, and he had voted for 
a duly of Is. upon thst article : he (Mr, 
L.) mould not hare a single sixpence of 
duly placed up-on the staff of life ; it win 
an infernal tax ; it would cripple all their 
energies ; it would be disadvantageous to 
the mechanic, the agriculturist, end tiw 
eommereial man.' Another speaker, Mr. 
B. Daxcam, had tha manliness to ac- 
knowledge, that thouab ■ last year he hsd 
bean favourable to tecusaticai, since then 
he bad heard arguments that had shaken 
his opinion/ — an acknowledgment which 
tha mooting ia represented to have te 



own Government for its removal, was cer- 
tainly discreditable both to their wisdom as 
statesmen, and to their ferlinge as patriots. 
U11 this subject we agree with evetv word 
uttered by Mr. WisDtviiai —

Tbe tohaeeo 
grown lu the neighbourhood hrouRht into the 
diatrirt some !.". r i '.mill ut £3u,iHltl a year, tie 
knew that liirmerly they raises] n ftreat deal of 
tobacro, and that now but little was grown. Un 
mujuiry he fouml thnt about one half of it used 
to he exported, but that this exiKirtntiou i-i ased 
about two years ago. in con sequence of the 
duly pin uiloll it in Van LKraaett's h.in.l. In. till, 
per It., which wns just tbe same aiuount they 
pbie cd upon American lobatco. lie eonamuni- 
eated ujain the luuject with the t'oloniu] hie- 
eretary, who, be was glad to nnd. was wiaina 
to land him every assistance : and he had 
tha pleasure to move a resolution that a 
catninuiiiE'alion should be made to the go. 
venunnit of Van Diemen'a Ijuid ii 
get Ihe duly removed, if possible. Then was 
no opposition, and the resolution was carried. 
A correspundeiLce was opened, and in due time 
an answer was received, to the effect thai the 
duly could nut he given ap, as it would inter- 
fere, Willi the discipline of the [

wax but lircpeied to take such an answer, and 
he hioved a resolution that her Uajealy ahould 
l>e nfidrcssrd by tho t.'ininni], Teqiieatuur her to 
iLaallow the \ an Iliemen'a l^nd Act. There 
oonli be no injustice in that, aa they had no 
representative IWiicil, and he believed the 
people weiv willing that the duly should be 
removed ; tliey knew thnt we took their wheat, 
and they began to think that we might play at 
tit for tat. He understood tbey had already 
had same meetings on the subject, and what 
with their exertions and our own, we mighl 
yet auceeed in having the duly removed, Thia 
would he a good thing far this district, for he 
believed that the tobacco question wax quite as 
important to this distrii l as any general mea- 
sure on the currency could be to the whole 
colony 

The hunorable and learned gentleman 
bis a good deil to say on that pet measure 
of hit own, the Monetary Confidence Bill. 
He admits that ' it was quite true, as waa 
alleged, that the report was contrary to the 
opinion of the witnesses ;' but he sdds llie 
singular remark, that ' it was founded on 
facte, and the Committee unanimously 
approved of it, though some of them after- 
wards fell off." That is, to us* the 
language of Mr. W.'s prdessioo, the 
verdict was contrary to the evidence, but 
was nevertheleM founded on fads I Tlie 
bill, be asys, • was, however, read a second 
time by a large majority, notwithstanding 
the predictions of tbe organs of the mone- 
tary parties to the contrary, all of whom 
opposed it. The Herald, in particular, 
prophecied that it would be defeated , it 
was not however defeated, and he had 
never had a civil word from the Herald 
since.' As tl this want of '1 civil word 
from the Herald,' we have already said all 
that was necessary : on the other points 
we have only lo observe, first, that had the 
bill been suppoited by those only who 
approved of it per ir, it would doubtleta 
hare beeu lost by a large majority, ■■ 
many who voted for ill second leading 
confessed that they did so only on tbe 
principle that it was the duty of the Conn 
oil to da mmriUitg ; and, secondly, that 
Mr, WiNDavKti'i assertion that the pro- 
phecy of ihe Herald was lalsified, inas- 
much »> the measure ' was not defeated,' 
is not atrioily true. If the bill we* nut 
defeated, why, we would ask, is it not nu* 
the law of the land ? 

We regret thatwemuatproiioonctnword 
of cent nre upon M r. W i n n m va n on the score 
of lax morality. In justification of his having 
voted for what was thought a high tiunlifi- 
cation of District Councillors, he elates that 
he did not approvaof the system of baring 
District Councils, and that," therefore, "he 
and his friends wete anxious to cloy tbe 
machine, and they did not i'eel oner nice 
in seizing the readiest means that offered 
of doing so." What is this, but a plain 
recognition of tha execrable dogma, Dial it 
is lawful to do evil in order that good may 
noose f However we may differ wilb the 
honorable sod learned gentlemen on some 
points of judgmentand of taste, we certain ly 
should never have expected from him auch 
an open violation of moral principle. 

Some other topics in this speech might 
be unlaced ; but as the more important of 
them will soon come before tlie public 
again, when we shall have to discuss them 
in good tamest, we may for tbe present 
pass them over. 



POST OFFICE COMMUNICATION. 

KHtSLAn-D AH11 AUSTRALIA. 

A •iEM-it.EMXNr, now in England, hut for- 
merly connecied with this colony, hat fa- 
voured ue, j.er Arueh »e*ith a Letter, in which 
he has given ui an account of the system 
which will henceforth be adopted for Ihe 
transmission of letters, papers, &c., to and 
from England and the Australian colonies. 
Our correspondent observer, that hitherto 
" there hat been no regular despatch of 
vessels lo the colony, or any efficient ar- 
rangement made by Ihe Post Office here 
for the tiatixmiaaion of mailt to Sydney, 
or any regulations enforced on man era of 
vessels for the security of mails during the 
voyage, end the mails consequently are lest 
cared for than either goods or stores, being 
usually pis. cd under tha cuddy table, or in 
some unoccupied cabin, and mostly open to 
all un board, who might consequently, if so 
inclined, open the bags, and purluiu or

110 public notification of it had beeu given— 
if came upon them suilitenly and by aiuprisr, 
and public opinion had been in on way 
invited tu Its iliscusaluii. Tin) [ lis trie'. Council 
might on this point have borrowed a useful 
lesxnn from the precedent funuabed by the 
Legislative CouncU of the cohiny. ^ITien any 
measure is there introduecd, the fjoveranr 
caused notice of thu heads uf the bill to be pub- 
belied lung previous to its being nessed into a 
law, an that public disciiBskin might be exer- 
cised snd public opinion pruionunced upon it. 
Such a course would not otily disarm the dix- 
Uusl and jealousy with whiiih agent <* any- 
thing like hole-aiid-Liimer legislation must he 
always ngarded ; hut it would in many in- 
stances, s* in the presont, have tpxired the 
Cmuieil from The ineunveniont predteanient of 
passing laws which it was not witli in the scope 
of its lunctisuii to enact : for, aimultanoouidy 
with the Wollon|jong ' 'ull Act, it bad passed 11 
kind of Impounding Act, imposing penalties nit 
cattle found straying about the gnen allies of 
the town, which it waa no more within the 
scope and range of its powers lu pass than It 
was to repeal the Union, or nelore tho Saxuu 
Heptarchy, orpaaa any similar act of Imperial 
[Agtslntion. Tlie District Councils could oidy 
perform tliotc nets which ihe Ait of Parlia- 
ment, try which they wete created, empowered 
them to vxvtbrm — it conferred no power upon 
them of passing tn lmpoundling Act or any 
kind—and any by-law on auch a subject must 
therefor? be null and void. Now. a public 
notification of tliis law— a liltlu public dWiix- 
linn uron it would have impsrted Tliu uirnrma- 
tiun to the Council, and srould have apared them 
the trouble of preiioring and trmnsmitrlog a hy- 
lawwhii-h His Kxcellenry must of necessity dis- 
allow, He trusted that these ehaervstiana oa to 
the propriety of publicity in similar matters in 
future would he regarded l>y the Council in tho 
good and friendly spirit ih which they were of 
fereti. One other general remark he would 
venture toolfcr. before coming to tho Immediate 
biuineu of the mee ting, as to the desirableness 
of a uniformity in the proceediiurs cf District 
Couneila, xnd cxpedioney of abstaining from 
unnecessary measur es of local legislation, until 
the anproaching nteeting of the Liurislative 
CouiieiJ on whom tho duty would devolve of 
nuking, conjointly with the Governor, provi- 
sienu rex]ieeGDg the eonatilutlon of thc( touncila 
" end to extend or limit the provisions uf eueh 
Councils in Buck way as may be found expedi- 
ent." Sorne general system it might then he 
honed, would be nuulded, and rules would be 
laid down to establish a uniform plan of assess- 
ment and valuation throughout tlie colony. 
This topic waa urged with such clearness — "t 
"Tree, in a letter of great practical ability, that 
appeared in the nTenuV of the tint inn., signed 
''D. Ita," that he would read it to the meeting, ax 
he fully coincided iu the sciuiineni* itcxpres[,ciS.

The respective captains, mmmnnden, 
and commanding officers of her Majesty's 
ship* and vessel*, and those of the Indian 
nary in the China Sens, will receive here- 
with a copy of the proclamation of her 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary, dated the 24 th 
of October, 1)43, and a re -publication of 
her Majesty's Order in Council of the 
S4th of February, 1843,— Also, copies of 
the communications betweep her Majesty's 
Plenipotentiary and the *" 
Commissioner Keying, to 
strict attention is directed. 

They will observe that these documents 
provide for the officers of tht Chiuts* 
government preventing trade to the south- 
ward of the Yang-tte-Kieng river, being 
carried on elsewhere than at the five ports 
opened by the treaty, via, :~Oanton, 
Amoy, Foo-cbow-foo, Ningpo, and Shang- 
hai. 

All vessels under British colours are 
interdicted from passing to the northward 
of the 32nd degree of north latitude, on 
any part of the tea coast of China ; and 
if any British merchant vessel shall be 
met with that may be positively known, or 
discovered to hare visited any part thereof, 
in contravention of Her Majesty's Older 
in Council, unless forced so to do from ab- 
solute stress of weather, the becomes 
liable thereby to be detained, and sent to 
''Hongkong 1 for inquiry and adjudication. 

British vetaels which have voluntarily 
exposed themselves after the warnings they 
have received, to the chances of being at- 
tacked and driven away, or seined and con- 
fiscated by the Chinese authorities, are 
not to restive protection from her Ms- 
r'a sbipa : and should they attempt to 
nd themselves, and thereby lead to lost 
or life, or bloodshed, they art to be seised 
and brought to Hongkong to be adjndgad 
of sword mi to taw. 

Vessels having no nig, or register, or 
sailing letter, should be sent into a British 
port, lor a breach of the Law of Nation*, 
and the Navigation Laws of Brest Britain. 

The respective Captains, Commanders, 
and Commanding Officers will also ob- 
serve, that any persons landing at any 
place in Chiu* for purposes of trade and 
commerce, except the Bee ports before 
mentioned, will reader themselves liable 
to stiturt, and detention by the Chinese 
authorities, until they pay a fine of one 
thousand dollars each person. And it it 
therefore to be hoped and expected that 
lingaisla, or other subjects of China, will 
not be tent on shore aa the medium of 
communication, except at the fixed ports 
aforesaid.

Aut. III. — Provides that "II penalties* or 
confiscations made under the 3rd clause of 
the said General Regulation* of Trade, 
shall helnng to the Government of China, 

Aw, IV.— Provides thtt British Mer- 
chants shall be allowed only to trade at 
the five Ports nsmrd In Article I, that the 
British Merchants' Ships shall not repair 
to any other Ports or Place* in China ; 
that if they *o, in contravention of thi* 
Article, the Chinese Authorities shall be 
at liberty to arise and confiicate both Ves- 
sel and Cargo, and that all Chinese aub. 
jectt discovered clandestinely trading with 
British Merchants at any other Porta or 
Placet in China thai! be punished as the 
law in China may direct. 

Art. V, — Proridetfor the IV. clause of 
the General Regulations of Trade being 
applicable to both partiet. 

Art. VI.— Provtdet that English Mer- 
chants and others residing at, or retorting 
to the five Parts, shall not go into the sur- 
rounding country, beyond certain distances 
(to be fixed by the local Authoritiet and 
Consul*), and "on no pretence for pur- 
pose! of traffic ;" and that if any person, 
whatever his rank, station, or calling, dis- 
obey thit Article, and " wander awty into 
the country, he thall he seized and handed 
over to the British Consul for suitable 
punishment." 

Akt. VII. — Provide* for British Sub- 
jects and their Families residing, agreeably 
to the Treaty ot perpetual Peace and 
Friendship, at the different Ports named 
in article I,, and for their being allowed to 
buy or rent Ground or Houses at fair and 
equitable rates, such at prevail " amongst 
the people, without exaction on either 
tide.

Btilur, Soldier, or other person,— whatever 
hit Cute or Country — who it a Subject of 
the Crown of England, and who may, from 
soy ctuee, nr any pretence, desert, fly, or 
escape into the Chinese territory, being 
seized and confined by Chineie Aulhorilif t, 
and forthwith tent to the nearest Consular, 
or other British Government Officer, 

Am. X, — Provides for a British ship 
of war being stationed at each of the five 
port*, " to ensure good order and disci- 
pline amongst the crews of the merchant 
shipping, and to support the necessary 
authority of the Consul over British sub- 
jeeta." The crews of such ships of tmr 
to be " carefully restrained by the officer 
commanding," and the rule* regarding 
not straying into the country to be 
cable to them, in the tame manner as 'the 
crews or merchant ships.

Art. XI. — Provides for the British

Am. XVII., also termed "Additional Ar- 
ticle," — Provides for till Cutters, Schooners, 
Lorehas, and such nn nil vessels, that ply 
between Canton and Hongkong, or between 
Canton and Macao, passing as they have 
hitherto done, free of all Port Charges, 
" if they only carry passengers, letters, ot 
baggage ; ' but. if they carry any dutyable 
articles, however small the quantity, tbey 
are to pay tun nag* due* at the rate of one 
mace per ton register. This article further 
provides for the smallest of such vessels 
being considered to be H tons burthen, 
and the largest 1.10 toot burthen ; beyond 
which last siie they are to be classrd at 
foreign Ships, and to be charged Tonnage 
dues according to Article V, of (he General 
Kegulstion*. 

Tht following three Rales were further 
laid down in this Article, which is only 
applicable to the Port of Canton, for the 
( guidance of these small vessel* : — 
1st. — "Every British Schooner, Cutler, 
Lorcha, fee., shall haTe a sailing letter 
oi Register, in Chinese and English, 
under the Seal and Signature of the

2nd.— *' Every Schooner, Cutter, Lorcha,

Tbs Conclusion. — Providet for the 
provision! of the Supplementary Treaty 
being immediately carried into effect;

It it 
true the high imperial commissioner pro- 
mises, tAer investigation bis been made 
by joint deliberation, to make up hit mind t 
but tha deb beta tioo appear* to hate refer- 
ence to the .mount and not the propriety 
of the additional duty. If the measure it 
agreed to, tt is a manifest infraction of the 
treaty, tbt sixth article of which p»- 
vides that goods, whether imported or 
exported, thall henoefbrward be taxed 
"according to tha tariff as now 6xed and 
agreed upon, and noftti-tker *uau are to be 
levied oegtmJ tluee wkiti are epeci/ted in 
tie tariff."

Uii 
iography would include all the important 
event* connected with the foreign trade 
during (he last thirty yean ; hence tte 
shall confine ourselves to n few remarks 
on the character tnd conduct of the de- 
ceased, 

Ilowqna wet descended from a respect- 
able Fu-Eien family, long resident in the 
principal B|icli-te» district, and his grand- 
father wis one of tht Amoy Hong who, 
with the ptogenitat* of the Canton Hong 
me.ch*nl«, I'oon-ke-qu*, Chunc~qua, and 
Min-qua, were ordered hy the Emperor lt> 
remove to Canton, when all intercourse 
wnt forbidden with the English and Dutch 
at the port of Amoy. 

Ilowquahnd attained his seventy-fifth 
year when he died, and for a long time 
has been in * feeble state of health, with 
an extremely attenuated frame, but with 
unimpaired intellectual vigour np to hit 
Hit illness. His fortune is estimated 
variously, but it is believed he has large 
investments in the British and foreign 
funds, nnd we know that X twelvemonth 
since one of the most intimate of his 
foreign frirnd* expressed hit belief that 
Howqu* ws* then worth at least twenty- 
five millions of dollars : except a small 
portion, the whole it the result of his own 
industry and enterprise. 

Our attack on Canton during the last 
war inflicted considerable injury on How- 
qux, the value of (he Pack-hnntei and 
their contents, which were then destroyed, 
*mottn(ed nlone to one million of dollars i 
and Howqua nted to affirm that the war 
had inflicted on him a loss of two millions of 
dollars. Hit proportion of the Canton ran- 
som wu<$dU0,0tiih It was after this event 
that lie prayed the emperor to be per- 
mitted to retire from hi* position la a 
Hong merchant, reipeolfully tendering at 
the ssme time what he called all his 
wealth: vii., 25,000,04(1 l*els which he 
ttid, all teems d lo him from the emperor's 
bounty, and supplicated tht impend trill 
to accord him such portion thereof, as its 
heavenly benevolence deemed fit to main- 
tain him during the wretched remnant of 
his life. This petition was refused . 

It must however be observed, thit (he 
Chinese Government had the greatest 
confidence in Howqua, who to (lie list, 
retained an inveterate aversion to new 
customs and modern fashions, whilst he 
clung with the most conservative tenacity 
to the old corrupt system, hy which hit 
vatt weilth wax mainly sccuimilatH 

Howqnt was the guardian cotnp- 
(roller of the Kong-too fund, and the 
organ of communication between the Go- 
vernment and the Foreign Merchant*. 
He possessed vast power and influence 
among hi* countrymen, we* a large landed 
proprietor, and had founded ind endowed 
* temple to Buddha in tht tubu.b* of 
Canton. 1 1 wa* tupptued that the refusal 
of Howqua't prayer to retire into private 
life, wi* owing to tht laic war, »ad the 
claims which the Uovernment might hive 
on his services st such a crista, we believe 
ike truth wot, Ikat tteeidee the undeniable 
influence Howqua poaseased, yet his noto- 
rious wealth and success was the cause of 
his detention. The local Mandarin*, and 
perhaps alto tome it Pckiu, were well 
aware that Howqua was made of egxette- 
able malerieU, and as long at he occupied 
his onerous post, they could often test 
his qualities in (hat reaped. 

As * merchant, we believe, the deceased 
could be favourably contrasted with the 
most eminent that Europe has produced, 
It seems almost incredible, but not leas 
true, (hat to (he hut he directed hi* vast 
and complicated trade, which almost en- 
circled the globe— alone. His knowledge 
of tod even familiarity with merct utile 
details, connected with the trade of foreign 
parts, was truly ittonithing. Sound judg- 
ment, true prudence, wavy circum.pection, 
■nd a wise economy, were distinguishing 
(nits of hit mercantile character. 

By our countrymen llowqut wit not 
liked, his predilection, were American, and 
justly so, we think, seeing (hit he was in- 
debted in an early stage of hi* career to a 
citiVn of that country, for in form « I ion he 
sought in vn in from (lie English : and 
moreover the monopoly of (he East India 
Company rendered an American association 
preferable in a ]>ecuuiiry tense, to my 
English connexion. 

It ia Sieged by hie friends, (hat [iowqui 
would never consent to evade the duties, 
or smuggle any kind of goods, we doubt 
this, a* he had branch hounea at Soochow, 
Ningpo, Shanghai, and other opulent cities 
iu Cliini; it hit hardly credible thit he 
could successfully carry on his business 
there, with com petti on who did smuggle 
whenever they had the opportunity, and 
which the notorious venality of the Autho- 
ritiet rendered quite the rule, rather then 
the exception. 

In conclusion, we are glid to record ■ 
gratifying tact which wilt embalm the 
memory of old Howqua. Since (he difll 
ndtiee about the Opium Trade, he ha 
wholly abstained from touching the "un- 
slean thing." Directly or indirectly, he 
has uuiformly refused again engaging in 
this traffic, although be might have added 
million* upon milibnt to. hit treasure. 
Thit it no mean testimony to hi* patriot- 
ism, and hit respect for the law* and re- 
gulations of hi* country. At a typo of 
the old regime — as ■ Chinese conservative 
ot the " purest ray tcrtne," the death of 
Howqua will peihapt be deemed by bit 
sovereign and country ss a positive na- 
tional calamity.
